Some more obvious differences are listed below: 

Exodus 

Chapters 35 to 40 differ considerably from the MT. Some details in MT are absent, 
others abridged and others transposed in LXX. 

Deuteronomy 

At the end of the song of Moses (32:43). The LXX is longer by six verses than the MT. 

Joshua 

Two different descriptions ofthe territory of Benjamin and Judah and Simon (15:21-62 
and 18:22-19:45). The discussion ofthe institution ofthe cities of refuge is not present 
in LXX. 

There is also variance in the ending of Joshua and beginning of Judges where the LXX 
contains 15 extra lines. 

Judge 

There are element not paralleled in MT. 


1 -2 Samuel 


Text of LXX is longer than MT in general. There are also elements in the MT that are 
not in the LXX. One of the more notable details is the portrayal of David in relation to 
the Goliath story ( 1 Samuel 17-18). The LXX is shorter by 50 verses than MT 
1 -2 Ki n gs 

The LXX portrayal of Solomon, Jerobam and Ahab differs considerably from MT often 
giving two accounts of narratives attested anly once in MT. Some of these seem to point 
to the existence of two textual traditions concerning the schism between Israel and 
Judah. 

1-2 Chronicles 

There are differences in the listing of genealogies of the descendants of Ham. LXX in 
general shortening the list found in MT . LXX of 2 Chronicles 35 contains readings 
which are absent in the MT. 

Job 

The Greek text is shorter by approximately one-sixth than MT. There is a long final 
addition and alternate rendering of some passages. 

Esther 

Of the 270 verses in the LX text, 1 07 find no parallel in the MT. 

Jeremiah 

The LXX text is shorter by 2700 words than the MT. It now seems absurd that the 
shortest LXX version is based upon a different Hebrew text. The 'oracles’ against the 
nations are situated in another place and in different order than the MT. There are 
significant differences in the contents of chapters 10 and 23. 



Ezekiel 


The LXX version differs from the MT in many ways. The significant difference is 36: 
23-38. The LXX text seems to have been based on a Hebrew original much shorter than 
that represented in the MT. 

Daniel 

LXX differs from MT in a variety ways. In chapter 4 for example, the LXX text is clearly 
longer than the MT.In addition to these differences, there appears the addition Bel and 
Dragon. The prayer of Azariah and the three young men and the story of Susanna.
